There is little doubt 
that the 
people are to have a system of water 
works foisted upon them which will 
be extravagant in their construction, 


dent ia their wori^ngs and genenllj 
unsatirfaetory in Ibeir operatioii. 


Acoordingto the COOK 
P ] » $ 5 0 R 
000 are to be expended npon a reser- 
voir f®r which there is no more neces- 
sity than ther« is for five wheels 
under a wa^n. 


From present appearaneee several 
thousand dollars are to be wasted 
annually by the adoption of a costly 
system of pumping. 


The source of supply to be adopted 
is one which is absolutely certain to 
prove a failure in a very short time^ 
and to necessitate the expenditure of 
large sums of money in obtaining an- 
other source. 


The water to be furnished will bedf 
such a quality that those who require 
water for manufacturing 
purposes 
will not touch a drop of it. 


The water works, if completed ac- 
cording to the present programme, 
will be costly, ineflScient and unsatis- 
factory, and the number of consumers 
will be so small that the works will be 
a financial failure from the beginning. 


This prospect is certainly not agree- 
able, but the 
SENTINEL is in the 
habit of telling the truth, whether 
it is pleasant or not. 


We presume the present wild pro- 
gramme will be adhered to. If so, 
we predict that the people will be 
generally disgusted when the works 
are completed; 
that the men who 
are responsible will be universally 
condemned, and that the people will 
willingly 
expend 
several 
hundred 
thousand dollars more to make the 
water works what they should be. 


Altogether, 
under the circum- 
stances, it would not be a great mis- 
fortune if the whole scheme were 
indefinitely postponed. 


As it is—if the present programme 
is adhered to—our water works, before 
they are completed io tAe satisfaction 
of the public, will cost not leas than one 
tnilUon, dollars.

Several companies and some 
single individuals have left the capi- 
tal and gone to the Sierra Nevada. 
There are movements in the same di- 
rection from other parts of the repub- 
lic. The Diario (official) denies the 
truth of the rumors which are current 
of a conflict with Texan emigrants in 
Sierra Mojada. Foster, United States 
minister, is making a tour through 
the country. 
He is everywhere well 
received. 


The German Ultramontane« and 
Conservatives are hopeful that the 
new ecclesiastical laws will secure a 
successful conclusion of the unfortu- 
nate difficulties between church and 
state. The policy pursued by Jacobini, 
the Papal Nuncio, will doubtless aid 
materially in bringing about this re- 
sult. 
There is a probability of a re- 
vival of the' Stocker crusade against 
the Jews, who are strongly incensed 
because they have been charged with 
monopolizing and tightening the 
money market. Dr. Falck's political 
brochure—^^Nach Canossa- Gehrn Wir 
Nicht"—is exciting much comment 
and criticism in political and diplo- 
matic circles. 


The marquisof Salsbury, in reply to 
a petition from the Manchester cham- 
ber of commerce recommending the 
establishment of a ministry of com- 
merce, said the subject had already 
had the attention of tbe government.

TEBBIBLE S U t a i D R . m BUmA.. 


Aow m »mpAlriBK I^irer 
Slowly 
Biiraed nUmsel r to D«««b—darslnc 
His iHtve Wtth Kts I>iMt Breatii. 
A most extraordinary suicide has 
just taken place in the Russian town 
of Shitomir under exceptionally fear- 
ful circumstances. The story is told 
by the St. Petersburg Zdtnng: 
"A 
few days ago a well dressed traveler 
arrived at the Hotel de France, stating 
that he was Mr. Joseph O 
a colo- 
nial agent, and that he wished to 
stay a short time in Jhitomir upon 
business. A room on the second floor 
wa« assigned to him and he spent 
two or three days in walking about the 
streets, although the weather was un- 
usually wet and stormy. On the fourth 
evening he retired to his room early 
and locked himself in. Next morn- 
ing he was called at his usual hour, 
but returned no answer to the sum- 
mons. After a igood deal of futile 
knocking and shouting the hotel pro- 
prietor became alarmed at his tenant's 
protracted silence, and caused the 
door of the room to be broken open. 
A terrible spectacle presented itself 
to the assembled household. Mr. 


O 
's body was lying on the bare 


bedstead, from which the mattress and 
bedclothes had been removed; one of 
the sheets partly covered the legs of 
the corpse, which was otherwise in a 
state of nudity, its left hand pressed 
tightly on the region of the heart, and 
its right hand convulsively clutching 
the hair. The eyes were wide open, 
fixed in a glassy death-stare, and the 
features distorted with agony. An 
oppressive odor, as of scorched fat, 
pervaded the room. No wound was 
perceptible upon the body, but the 
chest was transversely barred in sev- 
eral places by dull red stripes. As 
soon as the police, accompanied by the 
local medical oflScer, had made its ap- 
pearance on the scene of this horrible 
tragedy, the corpse* was turned upon 
its face, when the cause of death be- 
came for the first time apparent to 
the terror-stricken spectators. A deep 
and broad burn was exhibited in the 
middle of the back, and the spine was 
found to be completely carbonized. 
Upon the floor, underneath the bed- 
stead, were discovered the wicks em- 
bedded in a little blotch of cold 
stearin, of three candles, which had 
been taken out of the candlesticks and I 
fixed upon a planking upon a layer of j 
melted grease, and the flame of these 
candles Mr. O 
had laid upon the 


skeleton framework of his bedstead 
and sufiered his spine to be slowly 
consumed until he died. A manu- 
script placed upon a table close to the 
bed contained not only a resume of 
the reasons which prompted this un- 
fortunate man to undergo self-inflicted 
martyrdom, but minute details of the 
torturing process by which he had 
chosen to destroy his life. It was 
written in four languages—German, 
Russian, Polish and Czechish—and 
commenced in a firm, bold hand- 
writing, the last few pages, bowevtr, 
being scarcely legible, having evidently 
been penned in dire agony. 


A SUICIDE'S LETTER. 
The first paragraph, in German, i. ii 
as follows: "I thought it would cease, 
but it ceases not. So be it, then. 
Hereby I propose to solve an impor- i 
taut question—namely, are suicides in 
their right senses, or are they the vie 
tims of mental aberration? Thus the 
question is commonly put, but I fancy 
tbat it does not touch the real point 
at issue. A man makes up his mind 
to put an end to his life when he finds 
that he takes no interest in it; when 
he can not discover in the whole wide 
world the least thing that awakens 
sympathy in his breast. The question, 
therofore, is not whether the suicide 
be mad or sane, but whether or not 
he having any thing to hope for from 
life. I hope for nothing in life, but 
my intellect is perfectly clear. (In 
Russian.) 
There is still another ques- 
tion to solve. (In German.) Are sui- 
cides cowards? That lover who al- 
lowed himself to be dragged to death 
by a horse before the eyes of his be- 
trothed aflbrds no proof to the con- 
trary. 
Perhaps he would have cast 
himself loose from the cords that 
bound him had it been in his power to 
do so. That other fellow, who burned 
himself to death in Odessa, was prob 
ably no coward, for he might have 
thrown away the petroleum lamp and 
thus saved his life. Yet his clothes 
were already on fire, and the straw he 
was lying upon was smoldering; still 
he may have wished to escape death 
had it been feasible. 
Now, a burning 
candle, to the flame of which the back- 
bone and spinal marrow are exposed, 
must certainly make an end of life; 
that sort of death must be attended 
with atrocious suflerings, and the j^r- 
son inflicting such agony upon him- 
83lf, having no power to contend with 
but his own proper will and pleasure, 
can at any moment interrupt the 
process 
by the 
slightest 
move- 
ment of his body. I 
will sub- 
mit 
myself to this 
torture. (In 
Russian.) 
Should 
I not succeed 
in enduring the pain, the ques- 
tion will be settled, at least for 
the 
present, in the sense 
that 
suicides are cowards 
But if my 
corpse be found exhibiting proof 
that I have obtained death by two 
agencies—by burning candles, as min- 
istering factors, and by my dominant 
will, which has not blenched before 
excruciating torments—that will be 
proof positive that men may die of 
their own free choice. Let me begin!" 
Here the writing became irregular 
and progressively 
more and more 
illegible. 
"I arise from my fiery 
couch amid hideous sufleringis, but 
still not so terrible as I had antici- 
pated and feared. I arise, but not to 
save myself. 
No! life is 
as ob- 
noxious to me as ever. 
But I must 
send you (in Czechish), my mother, 
my father, a last farewell; my last re- 
membrance, my last sentiment, are 
dedicated to you! I think also of 
those who are the unwitting cause of 
this my dreadful death. 
Unwitting— 
for 
they knew 
not 
that 
their 
love 
was 
indispensable 
to my 
life. 
I die without 
water, 
like 
a 
creature 
of 
God 
without 
air. 
My breath fails me. 
Farewell! 
You will follow me soon. 
Consider- 
ntion of your feelings—you, who alone 
love rne -has prevented aie for a long 
while froui thus putting an end to my- 
self. I can not do otherwise. It is 


so easy to, follow the dead. But it 
wouldoe better were you to foigetme. 
Think not of me. I am dying—the 
e^iperiment will succeed—the worst 
pains are past. 
I 
do not suf- 
fer 
so 
much 
now. Pain has 
at length become my friend. 


MEMORIES OF WERTHER. 


I repat it—I am in the full posses- 
sion of my faculties—my heart beats 
as steadily as usual, but my pulse 
seems to me a little deranged. 
Poor 
Werther! the star-gemmed skies still 
interested him! I have also gazed at 
it—it is desert there above, like here 
beneath, like everywhere; aye, as in 
my heart 
and everywhere 
else I 
(In Polish.) I return to my strange, 
silently 
burning bed. I must put 
something under the /candles to raise 
them up a little. 
Only one thing an- 
noys me, that one can not die nobly 
and pleasantly—the evil smell of my 
own consuming body oflended my 
nostrils. 
(In Czechish.) 
Mother I 
father ! forgive me ! (In German.) 
Perha^ I should also set down that I 
forgive the being who bad caused my 
death. But that would be a lie. 
I 
curse her; and if spirits have 
the 
power 
to 
return 
ghostly 
terrors, 
oh! I 
will do .«to, and 
leave her no single moment's peace. 
It would have been so easy for her to 
make me happy, or at least contented. 
If I could remain alive my life should 
be vowed exclusively to vengeance on 
her. 
But lam going to my rest. Be 
she accursed with my last breath!'" 
Such were the last words scrawled on 
this extraordinary document by an 
obviously dying hand.

There was a little "Pinafore" mat- 
inee 
-yesterday 
afternoon 
before 
'Squire Marchant, The members of 
the stranded Burrill-Johnston Combi- 
nation were all on hand, the occasion 
being the trial of the stíit of 
Esteile {Buttercup) Morljmer and Mr. 
G. {Captain Corcoran) Weeks, -of the 
company, against ths managers for 
money due them for services. The 
money claimed was $150 by Miss 
Mortimer, and $226 by Mr. Weeks 
for himself and Miss Dubois, of the 
company. 
These sums of money 
were for salaries for three weeks, two 
of three being, as it was claimed, 
time allowed ^by their contracts for 
sudden dismissal. 


Miss Mortimer was the first witneae 
to testify. She exhibited her con- 
tract and claimed her salarv at $50 
per week for three weeks. ' She de- 
clared that Mr. Johnston had often 
announced himself the responsible 
man of the firm, and that he always 
paid the salaries. 


Robert Spiller, the business mana- 
ger of the troupe, testified that John, 
ston had told him that he (Johnston) 
was the responsible man—Burrill had 
no money. 
He thought the profits of 
week before last of the troupe were 
about $150, and the losses of last week 
about $140. Burrill had advanced 
$450. Johnston had $250 of the re- 
ceipts. 
On cross-examination he tes- 
tified that the capital on which the 
company started out was $500. Mr. 
Weeks also exhibited his contractand 
that of Miss Dubois. He had signed 
with Burrill & Johnson. 
He said the 
company were willing to go on, but 
there was no money. He had never 
drawn any salary ahead. 


R. E. J . Miles was called, and testi- 
fied that he only knew Archibald 
Johnston as the manager of a New 
York English opera company. 
John- 
ston made all the contracts with him 
ÍMiles) excepting the Zoo contract, 
which Spiller made. 
Johnston had 
eharfre of all finances and arranged 
all business of the company's equip- 
ments with him. 
Mr, Randall, of the 
firm of Logan & Randall, appeared 
for Miss Mortimer and Mr. Weeis. 


'Squire Marchant said it would not 
be entirely equitable to hold the 
management 
of a disbanded and 
broken company for salaries during 
the time there were no performances 
given. He accordingly gave judg- 
ment for $64 to Miss Mortimer 
and $126 for Mr. Weeks. It was af- 
terwards discovered that the latter es- 
timate was a mistake, and the judg- 
ment was corrected so as to be but 
$94. 
The company seem to bear good 
will toward Mr. Burrill, but are "dead 
sot agin" Johnston. The latter, by the 
way, did not appear to defend his 
cause, and when search was made for 
him at his hotel his absence was fensd 
filling the room which he occvpied. It 
is supposed he flew by night, and is 
now back in New YoA, vríeíre "PÍBr 
afores" cease to trouble and Hie wea^ 
are at rest.
